St, Petersburg, Aug. 26.— The czar 
has received from Viceroy Alexieff the 
fellow ing report of th*’ com m ander of 
the cruiser N ovik, which was stink at 
Korsakovsk, Island of Sakhalien, after 
a light w ith the Jap anese protected 
cru iser Tsushim a: 
“ A t th** end of tin* fight of Aug. IO 
in whi h the N ovik sustained three 
holes below the w ater line, she passed 
through the enem y’s ships with the 
cruiser Askold. 
I lost sight of the A s ­ 
kold ow ing to tog 
and to the delay 
caused by repairing the engines. 
“ On Aug. ll. I entered Kiaochau to 
coal and left thete on Aug. 12, round­ 
ing Jap an for Vladivostok. 
“ On 
Aug. 20 
the N ovik 
reached 
Korsakovsk. 
A t 4 o’clock on the same 
day I sighted an enem y’s cruiser of 
the N it aka type (th*1 Tsushim a) and 
put to sea and 
engaged her. 
A fter 
fortv-five m inutes 1 ho N ovik had three 
holes below her w ater line and two 
above and the steering gear was dam ­ 
aged. 
The 
Jap an ese cru iser 
ceased 
fighting and began telegraphing. 
B y 
the end of the engagem ent only six of 
our boilers w ere in good order and 
this fact, added to the damage of our 
steering gear, com pelled me to return 
to K orsakovsk to exam ine our condi­ 
tion. 
“ In doing this I intended to put to 
sea again at night, but fftiding it im ­ 
possible to repair the rudder and in 
view of the approach of several of the 
enem y’s vessels, I decided to sink the 
cruiser in shallow w ater. 
The officers 
and stores w ere conveyed on shore. 
“ On Aug. 21 a cruiser of the Sum a 
type (the C hitose) 
bombarded that 
part of the cru iser showing above the 
water. 
"M y casualties on Aug. 10 were two 
sailors killed and a doctor wounded, 
and on Aug. 20 two sailors killed and 
fifteen slightly wounded.”
